The Open Question, 


~"The Open Question," by Eliza- 
beth Bobins, is still the literary talk 
of Enlgand, and the first American 
edition was exhausted by advance 
orders. 


For several years the personality 


of the author of "George Mandeville's 
Husband," "Below the Salt" and the 
"New Moon" was a mystery. The 
name C. E. Eaimond sounds liKe a 
nom do plume, probably for the reason 
that most authors sign their names 
in full. 
Buff whoever C. E. Eaimond 


was, the secret was well guarded, and 
the name became well known to Eng- 
lish and American novel readers. It 
was.the last autumn that an English 
firm published "The Open 
Ques- 


tion," "A Tale of Two Tempera- 
ments," by C. E. Eaimond, and the 
bonk so took the critics and the read- 
ing world.by storm, and created such 
a literary sensation that the pub- 
lishers were overwhelmed with in- 
quiries as to who C. E. Raimond was; 
and then, very much to the author's 
distaste, the secret leaked out. 
Tbe 


publishers disclaimed all complicity, 
and it will be gratifying to every 
lover of American fjrogess to know 
that the author is an American girl, 
born and brought up in an Ohio town, 
which she has made the scene of her 
story; to know that she has won an 
international reputation on the stage 
and 
has^ devoted herself to even 


another branch of art with success. 
Of course the critics say that the dis- 
closure could have been easily avoided 
had tbe author taken the necessary 
precautions. They also hint she does 
not regret the high position which 
she has won in the ranks of modern 
novelists. Be that as it may, there 
is no reason why she should. Even 
her severest critics admit that "The 
Open Question" is an epoch-making 
novel, that Val Gano is a more thril- 
ling and delightful heroine than any 
given us since Tess, and that Mrs. 
Gano is worthy of a place beside 
Thackeray's "Lady Kew." The Eng- 
lish have paid the highest tribute to 
the young novelist. 
It remains to be 


seen whether her own people will fol- 
low suit. 


Literary Note. 


Mr. Frank Norris will publish in 


February, through the Doubleday"& 
McClure Company,a long novel called 
"McTeague." Like the author's first 
book it is a story of San Francisco, 
but it is a much more ambitious work 
than that story of adventure. 
The 


principal figure is a herculean dentist 
in an "accommodation street," on 
whom the veneer of education aud 
civilization is really very thin indeed; 
and the study of this man, sluggishly 
good-natured until roused, with his 
gradual relapse into the primitive 
man, gives the book unique force and 
human interest.

ACTIVE CAMPAIGN 


On Part of American Forces 


Against Filipinos. 


OTIS WILL BE GIVEN FEEE SWAY. 


General Miller Probably Will Take Steps 


to Selte the 
City of Hollo—Peace 


Treaty Citbled to General Oti«, «o Thut 
He May Fully Dndentaod the Diplo- 
matic Situation. 
Washington, Feb. 8.—There Is an 


unanimity of opinion among both 
army and navy officers as to the need 
of an aggressive campaign on the part 
of the American forces in the Philip- 
pines. Without exception, the hope is 
expressed that General Otis will be 
given a free hand to follow up the blow 
against the Filipinos who have violated 
the truce and give them a salutary 
chastisement while the 
memory of 


their Saturday defeat is still fresh in 
mind. 


Officers at the war department who 


know Otis well, declared when the an- 
nouncement came of the killing, cap- 
ture or wounded of 4,000, men, that 
he undoubtedly had underestimated 
the damage inflicted by him as was 
his -front, instead of magnifying it in 
the Spanish fashion. 


Naturally there was a great deal of 


specultion as to the future conduct of 
affairs by Otis, but to some extent this 
must remain speculation'inasmuch as 
Secretary Alger has said that the gen- 
eral is to be left to follow his own 
discretion. To assist him to a correct 
understanding of the diplomatic sit- 
uation he has been cabled the full text 
of the p^ace treaty as ratified. 
~-A forward movement is probable at 
Hollo, where General Miller has been 
for weeks lying in front of the town 
in his transports. He has never had 
any doubt of his ability to take the 
place whenever he got the word, but 
there has been a restraining influence 
from Washington based in part on the 
hope that 
the 
insurgents could be 


brought to a peaceful retirement from 
the town and &n apprehension that an 
effort to force a landing might result 
in serious injury to foreign interests. 
Now, however, it Is felt that the latter 
are perhaps more in jeopardy from a 
continuance of the existing state of 
affairs than they would be through a 
rapid seizure of the town. 


General Miller now has with him the 


Eighteenth infantry and a battalion of 
artillery and it is likely that he .-will 
be strongly reinforced before the at- 
tempt is made to take Iloilo. 


Secretary Long sent a cablegram of 


congratulations to Admiral Dewey.

Washington, Feb. 8.—The house con- 


sidered 
public 
building bills. 
The 


committee had reported 78 bills for 
buildings in 35 states, authorizing in 
the aggregate an expenditure of $14,- 
060,900. 
Little or no opposition de- 


veloped and the bills were favorably 
acted upon almost as rapidly as they 
could be read. 
There was. however, 


more or less good natured chaffing 
throughout the session. As a result, 
40 bills carrying or authorizing appro- 
priations aggregating $11,304,000, had 
been laid aside with favorable recom- 
mendations before adjournment was 
reached.

A LAWYER'S CLEVER TRICK THAT 


SAVED HIS CLIENT. 


!%• Raacnl on Trial Wan Guilty «nd 
Proved So Beyuud n Doubt, bat the 
Wkrcvrd Ln« ycr Found » W»y to 
WlB Ulm Cn«e. 
Wbon Colorado was organized as a 


territory, there -was little English used 
onteide of Denver and the ruining 
cuopa. Tha rest of tbe thinly scattered 
country was as Spanish as any part of 
BOP latest America. Not Castiliane, of 
•ourse—moru likely a general mixture 
of Aztec and Apache and a lot of other 
•trains of blood, but certainly Spanish 
in name and in speech. "Tbe govern- 
ment recognized that it had a difficult 
task before it in bringing these 'greas- 
ers' to THidcrFtutjrl the very beginning of 
the obligations nrtcl the duties of their 
American citizenship. One of tbe most 
trusted agents in this campaign of edu- 
cation was Judge Hallett, who was pat 
ia charge of tbe judicial system of the 
new territory. From tbnt tirno to this 
, be bas been at tbe bead of tbe federal 
judiciary in the great and prosperous 
etate of Colorado Despite this fierceness 
of rebuke and countless oddities of tem- 
per no judge bas ever been BO respected 
as he along the great divide. 


When be first v/ent on circuit, the bar 


left Deuver with him and traveled .iu a 
body both for souiability and for safety. 
Then there was no railroad, the only 
means of reaching any place from any 
other being aloiiR a slightly marked 
trail-bnrely passable for horses. By slow 
stages the bench and tbn bar reached 
Trinidad under tbe cold shadows of the 
Sangre de Oristo raugo. These Spanish 
rames were an incessant anuoyauco to 
Jodgo Hallett, who declaimed against 
each ouu in turn aud announced bis 
purpose of memorializing the secretary 
of the interior to bave them all made 
American. Of a piece with this was his 
attitude toward tho prevailing Spanish 
speech of the country. He objected to 
it. Among the first rules of his court 
•was that wbicb provided that all its 
transactions should be iu English, anri 
that if litigants objected to the work of 
the sworn interpreter that was their 
own lookout. It might euuonrago them 
to 1 earn to talk "American," as they 
ought. 


In Trinidad Colonel Tnylor of the 


bar was retained for the defense in a 
case where no defense was possible. 
The place was fall of witnesses who 
had geen the deort done, whatever it 
may have been, for thnt is unimportant. 
Tho prosecuting attorney put on wit- 
ness after witness to prove the facts. 
He made a perfect case, und bo demand- 
ed that frill punishment be inflicted. It 
•was a difficult situation for Colonel 
Taylor. His client was guilty beyond a 
doubt. Cross examination of the wit- 
nesses could only mako that fact more 
distinct, und for that reason he did 
nothing so foolish. 
The CHKO was alto- 


gether Spanish. Criminal, witnesses, 
audience—there were not six words of 
English in the whole outfit. The inter- 
preter had been called on for every word 
which had gone back aud forth throngb- 
out tbe trial. 
Colonel Taylor nroao to 


make bis plea. Ho surveyed the cluster 
of dark faces which filled tho shed in 
•which tho court was sitting. 


"Caballeros, " he begun—"caballoroa 


del jnradu"— 


There wna a loud whacking of tho 


gavel by Judge Hullett as soon as bo 
caught thosound nf the language which 
he despised so heartily. 


"Mr. Taylor, Mr. Taylor," be shout- 


ed, "as a member of the bar of this 
court you must bo aware that all its 
transactions must bo conducted iu the 
English lau^uiigo, tho laiigvmgo of this 
country. If I thought that yon were 
using Spanish maliciously, I should 
punish yon soundly for such contempt 
of this cotirt. You will address this 
court of tho United States in Dnited 
States and in 110 other speech, language 
or dialect." 


"I bow to your honor's ruling, " con- 


tinued Colonel Taylor and resumed bis 
plea, but in English and with tho as- 
•lEtanoo of the interpreter. Ho told tho 
greaser jury how tbo sight of their 
proud Cnatilian lineaments had caused 
him to forget a rnlo of the court and to 
address them in tho sonorons speeob of 
Spain, from which their proud fore- 
fathers camo Ho obeyed tho judge, but 
he folt the restraint of having to mnko 
his pleading through tho assistance of 
the interpreter. It was a simple matter 
which he could set right in a few -sen- 
tences of their own language, but he 
feared that in English he could not do 
so well; yet he hoped that they would 
not see a follow citizen punished soloiy 
for the reason that his advocate was not 
allowed to address a Spanish jury in 
their own, tongue. 
Harping on thia 


theme, he avoided any discussion of the 
evidence which boro so heaviiy on his 
oiient, and in his peroration he paid a 
glowing tribute to tho language of Don 
Quixote and Queen Isabella. This done, 
he fled from the spot and was not seen 
until court had arisen for the day. 


When they next met, tho prosecuting 


attorney wanted to know why he had 
not been o hand to receive congratula- 
tions on thu acquittal of his client. 


"They set him free without a stain 


nn his character and without their seat 
and it was all duo to your Spanish. 
Why didn't you wait? You're the hero 
of tbe whole population." 


"That's just the trouble," rejoined 


Colonel Taylor. "I know they'd acquit 
that rascal aud then they'd fall all over 
me with their Spanish. I just naturally 
had to hide. Those three words that 
Judge Haliett choked me off on, that's 
all tho Spanish I ever knew in my life. 
I couldn't afford to be congratulated." 
—New York Sun.
